Declaring the suspension of the 
Upland school PWA project as 
“unjustifiable”, Congressman Har- 
ty R. Sheppard said today he was 
confident it would be only a mat- 
ter of time until the ban would be 
lifted. 

He telegraphed Harold L. Ickes, 
PWA administrator in Washing- 
ton, D. C., yesterday urging that 
the suspension be lifted immedi- 
ately.

Two new WPA projects with a 
total cost of $21,572 are to be 
started in Upland August 1. 

One project, at a total cost of 
$19,554, is for “ground improve- 
ments at various schools by clean- 
ing and grading, construction of 
walls, sidewalks, fence, bicycle 
racks, drainage structures, install- 
ing sprinkler system, landscaping 
and painting at the junior high 
school, Fannie D. Noe schovl, 
Eighteenth Street and Sierra Vis- 
ta schools.” 

Report from the WPA said that 
15 men will be employed on the 
project. 

The other approval is for a 
$2,018 project, sponsored by the 
city, for “repairing approximate- 
ly 1.9 miles of stone curbs on 
Mountain, San Antonio and Euclid 
avenues,”

Need Seen for Greater 
Facilities 


An 11 (per cent increase in the 
circulation of books and othe. ma- 
terial from the Upland public li- 
brary during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30 was reported to the 
city council last night. Last year’s 
total is 18 per cent above the 1929- 
30 record. 

Mrs. F. H. Marker, 
submitted a summary of activi- 
ties and listed 'nteresting notes 
wbout Uplanders’ reading habits. 

Thig 11.1 per cent increase in 
circulation resulted in but 3.4 per 
cent increase in salary,” Mrs. 
Manker reported. ‘The gain in 
circulation was almost equal in 
fiction and non-fiction, although 
the increase in juvenile was mostly 
in fietion and picture books.” 

STATISTICS LISTED 

Other statistics in circulation 
show 14.7 volumes circulated per 
capita population; per registered 
borrower, 32:7 volumes, and per 
full time library employee, 23,270, 
the American Library association 
being 20,000 for one employe. The 
turn-over of book stock ig 3.3 
times. 

As both the American and Cali- 
fornia Library associations require 
attendance records, Upland shows 
for the year 50,578 visitors at the 
library. Some came for reading, 
some to borrow ‘books, many for 
research, and others perhaps to 
look at the funnies, 

“While a book stack was added 
this past year, we are still serious- 
ly short of shelving space both on 
the main floor and in the Sarah 
Temple Junior library,” she re- 
ported. “A new typewriter and 
numbering machine were purchas- 
ed. An electric fan for the office 
and one for the desk were much 
needed purchases. Sixteen dozen 
magazine cases were purchased 
for the magazine room. Funds are 
still on hand to build a fence in the 
rear around the east corner for 
safeguarding papers until they 
can be hauled away.”’

Since re-registration of borrow- 
ers began in January, 1938, 2135 
are mow {n good standing, 475 of 
which are juveniles.
